PAYS HIS COMPLINENTS TO 
THE OPPOSITION LEADER. 


The Minister of Interier Gives 


a Comprehensive Statement 
of the Yukon Deal 
—A Pepular Pelitical Here 
and One ef the Mest Able Men 
in the Cabinet—Majer Sam. 
Hughes Favors the Bargain. 


Ottawa, Feb. 22, 1898.—Hon. Mr. 
Sifton ie the popular political hero of 


stride taken a front rank in the Cabinet 
as one of the ablest men in it. Even 
the Conservatives and the prees gen- 
erally pay a tribute to him. His speech 
of five houra durationen the Yekon 
railway deal has had » wondecful effect 
im clearing up the situction. Mr. 
Blair did not do well in introducing 
the Bill, and that with the pounding 
the Conservatives were giving it, had 
created a father bad impression, and it 
needed Sifton's speech to clear up the 
atmosphere. He was certainly most 
comprehensive and showed a marvellous 
familiarity with every detail, being 
ready to give en instantaneous answer 
te every question, und lay before the 
House ; information which it never 
From a political 
standpoint the speech was excellent, 
and tore in shrede the inany statements 
and reckless assertions made by the 
Opposition and in many casee made 8 
laughing stock of the Members 

He dealt with the various routes and 
made plain that the Stikine was the 
only available route to meet the present 
emergency, althuugh he intimated that 
the Edmonton route might be develop 
ed in order to send in cattle and supplies 
from the North. West. He foreshadow 
ed what railway ecco::modation would 
be necessary to meet the necessities of 
the conntry, aud indicated where the 
lines would be built. 

He dealt most lucidly with every 
clause in the contract and aswred the 
Houee that but one satisfactory offer 
was made to build the rnad. He alluded 
to the immense difficu‘ties in the con- 
struction of the road, and. quoted the 
Americen press commending the astute- 
ness of the action of the Canadian 
Government in opening the route, and 
in securing 00 good a bargain which 
did not involve the expenditure of s 
public dollar. 

He dealt in such a way with the 
land grant as to show that while the 
xrant was large, still oniy a sinall! 
amount actually bears gold in paying 
quentities. He hit the ition 
hard on their contention that « land 
monopoly had been given by exhibiting 
amep of the North West, showing 
what a tremendous land grant monopoly 
had been given by the late Government. 
The land given away was marked in 
black and louked a< if 99 per cent. had 
been alienated from the Crown. 

He warned the Conservatives that 
if the Bill was defrated in the Cousmons 
or eleawhere, on thew would rest the 
possitie responsibility of the golden 
Yokon being handed over to an alien 
power, and declared it would require s 
more ludid and coherent explanation 
than Sir Charlies had given, to explain 
his change of views on the contract, 
Tepper was fond of referring to his 
long parliamentary life. Did he ever 
hear of the great leader of o perlia 
mentary party being dragooned by the 
fag end of his party into abandoning 
the stead which he had taken! 
(Libera! cheers.) The Houve had heen 
listening several hours to Philip Drank,

When it first became necessary 
to take steps to preserve law and order, 
there was no one iu the Department 
who had a knowledge of the country 
and who could be consulted, and until 
he met Mr. Ogilvie he had to goon 
the vaguest and most indeterminate 
information, Not knowing when the 
rivers froze or when the were 
blocked, the Mou:ted Police had to be 
sent to struggle through as best they 
could. Major Walsh, who was perform. 
ing his duties as a loyal Canadian and 
in) a manner beyond all praise, 
etipulated that he should not leave 
until September 15th, and his men 
were now laboring under difficulties of 
which the House could have no ien. 
While Tupper was talking with 
jocularity or tiereeness, the Dominion 
could look eith pride to the fact that 
from the summit of the Rockies to the 
141 st meridian there was no starvation 
and as good order as on the streets of 
Ottawa (cheers). The word of a Can- 
adian officer was law, even if conveyed 
in a letter by driver of a dog team, 
that was not done without much self 
sacrifice, and he claimed credit for the 
man who had made sacritices.

The advice and assistance of an ex- 
pert prove of great worth in construct- 
ine tanks or reservoirs along with lead 
pipes and subtanks or drinking 
troughs. \Vindmills or small engines 
for power save much manual labor, and 
can be vsed for other work besides 
pumping. 

The frigid weather of December re- 
minds all of the necessity of making 
the tanks proof against freezing. The 
pump, too, must not be allowed to 
“freeze” out of usefuiness. It should 
‘not be trusted over night at any time 
in midwinter. 


{ One will be surprised on investiga- 


tion to find what can be done by a few 
days’ work and a few dollars worth of 
iron pipe and other material in con- 
iveniences for reducing every day's 
work. and furnishing regular draughts 
of water to the live stock as their wants 
rise. There is sure profit, too, on the 
| investment. 


IT PAYS TO GRIND GRAIN. 

In feeding animals, or plants, 
more minutely the food is prepared for 
lassimilation, the better its results. 
\Fooi for animals can be prepared for 
| more ready assimilation by two pro- 
cesses; first, by grinding; second, by 


cooking. 

| For man all our grain used for food, 
‘except oats and cracked wheat, are 
‘ground and finely pulverized. Then to 


l make the products more readily to be 


iesimilated and to afford the most nut- 
riment it is cooked. 

| So for plant food. The commercial 
‘fertilizers are finely ground and then 
, treated with acids so as to make them 
| more available for plant food. It would 
|take years for bones, without mechan- 
\ical aid, to become of service for plant 
‘fool, and the phosphate rocks without 
‘such treatment would never give up 
its fertilizing ingredients. : i 
| In all of our farming operations if 
/we would follow more closely nature 
in the plants we cultivate and the stock 
lwe feed we would find it pays. Grass 1s 
‘said to be the natural fooi of our cattle. 
sheep and horses, and the nearer we 
give our feeling material the succul- 
lent and easily digestible nature of 
grass the more benefit our stock will 
receive from it.

PUDDING SAUCES. 

During the winter the favorite des 
cert is some form of pudding, and a 
sauce is generally required. There are 
a number of simple sauces that are 
easy to make, and which add a delicate 


the operation of | and palatable flavor to any pudding. 


Of course, the kind of sauce made 
should be selected to suit the 1 avor 
| of the pudding. If the pudding has 
no decided flavor the sauce will add 
i to it. 

For rice puddings all kinds of fruit 
sauces are especially good. They are 
ae from the juice of canned fruits 
; with decided flavors, like peaches, 
| strawberries or raspberries. Jellies, too 


imelted and diluted will do as well. It 
frequently happens that when canned 
fruit is served there is aquantity of 
juice left, and that should be saved for 
sauces. Lemons, oranges, and pineap- 
ples make excellent flavors; also bran- 
dy, especially for plum pudding or those 
| made from bread containing a quantity 
j of raisins, currants, etc. These fruit 
sauces are made by boiling ascant pint 
of water and adding as much juice as 
desired, with sugar enough to sweeten 
totaste. Then this mixture is thicken- 
ed with about two teaspoonfuls of 
cornstarch, stirred smooth in a little 
cold water, and added to the other 
while boiling, stirring constantly. For 
this quantity of water the juice and 
grated rind of one orange or lemon, 
with sugar, according, will make a de- 
licate sauce, if prepared in the above 
manner. 

A plain sauce is made from two ta- 
blespoonfuls of brown sugar, one ta- 
blespoonfuls of cornstarch, one scant 
pint water, and a little cinnamon on 
the tip of tha spoon. Mix the sugar, 
cinramon and cornstarch together 
with a few spoonfuls of cold water. 
Pour over this the boiling water and 
stir. Cook three minutes, and serve 
warm. 

Many people are fond of hard sauce 
on their puddings. To make it take two 
penx of granulated sugar to one of 
{

butter; cream them well together, st r- 
; ring in the sugar a jittle at a time. 
| When creamy keep it on a plate, and, 
|if desired, grate a little nutmeg over 

it. Serve very cold. 

Whipped cream makes a very deli- 
cate sauce to serve with fruit and cer- 
| tain of the lighter puddings. Thick 
| cream is necessary, and it should be 
| cold. Beat up the whites of two eggs 
and add to a pint of cream, with two 
tallespoonfuls of powdered sugar and 
a teaspoonful of vanilla extract. This 
is delicious with baked apples which 
have been pared and cored before bak- 
left out when the sauce is served with 
ing. If desired, the flavoring may ‘be 
| other fruit‘. - 

A cream sauce may he made by beat- 
ing two tablespsonfuls of sugar into a 
pint of cold cream and serving. Anoth- 
erway of making acream sauce is by 
teating a tablespoonful of butter into 
a half cupful of powdered sugar. Then 
just lefore serving adda tablespoonful 
of vinegar. one teaspconfu! of vanilla 
extract and two tablespoonfuls of 
| cream.

THE YUKON LIQUOR 
QUESTION. 


In the Senate on Tl.ur-day last week 
Senator Perley called attention’ to the 
answer of the Premier to a deputation 
from the Dominion Alliance that no 
permits for the sale of liquor in the 
Yukon country had or would be issued. 
He knew that the Government of the 
North West Territories had ten days 
ago despatched an official to that coun 
try to supervise the liquor permit sys- 
tem. Hon. David Mills said the Gov- 
ernment was preparing legislation tor 
presentation to Parliament defining 
the powers of the Territorial Govern 
ment in the Yukon country, and also 
to provide a system of government for 
that country. Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
said he had seen a letter from one of 
the members of the North-West Terri 
tories Government in answer to a 
request for information to the effect 
that upon proper application being 
made to the Government of the Terri- 
tories liquor permits for the Yukon 
would he issued. It was important to 
know the powers of the Territories in 
this regard. Hon. David Mills said 
that until further legislation was 
enacted, by the Dominion Parliament 
the government of the Yukon country 
was theoretically in the hands of the 
North-West Territuries. Senator 
Scott added that sone time ago the 
Government of the North-Weet Terri 
tories had asked for advice and had 
been advised by the Dominion Govern 
ment not to issue any more Yukon 
permits of any-kind.

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FRANCES WILLARD DEAD. 


The Great Leader of the W.C.T.U. 
and Hindred Seciectics 
Dies at New York. 

The cause of temperance saffered an 
irreparable loves by the death of Miss 
Frances Willard, president of the 
World’s and National Women’s Chrie- 
tisn Temperance Union, which occarr- 
ed shortly after midnight, Friday last, 
at the Hotel Empire, New York. The 
immediate cause of death was influ: 
enza. The services over the remsaine 
were held on Sunday. The body was 
then taken to Miss Willard’s home in 
Evanston, Chicago, where the faneral 
took place yesterday. 


Frances Elizabeth Willard was born 
in Churchville, N.Y., 28, 1839. 
She graduated at the Northwestern 


Female College, Evanston, Iil., in 1859. | YOU 


She became of natural science 
there in 1862, and principal of the 


Genessee Wesleyan Seminary in 1866- | jac 


67. The following two years she 
spent in fore'gn travel, giving pert of 
her time to study in Parise, and con- 
tributing to periodicals, In 187174 
she was professor of esthetics in the 
Northwestern University, and dean of 
the Woman's College, where she de 
veloped her eystem of self-government, 
been adopted by other 
houses of education. Miss Willard 
left the profession in 1874, to identify 
herself with the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union. On the death of 
her brother, Oliver A. Willard, in 
1879, she succeeded him as editor of 
the Chicago Evening Poet. Since 
1882 she has been a member of the 
executive committee of the prohibition 
perty. In 1886 she accepted the lead- 
ership of the White Cross movement 
in her own unions, which obtained 
through her influence enactments in 
twelve states for the protection of 
women,
